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1 . On September 15, 2003, Applicants filed the instant application claiming priority to JP Appn. No. 
005642/2002 (filed January 15, 2002) and PCT/JP03/00082 (filed January 8, 2003). The 
accompanying transmittal letter mistakenly noted a filing under 35 U.S.C. 111. This was clearly 
a typographical error and was without deceptive intent. The application was filed via express mail 
and includes a certificate of express mailing under 37 C.F.R. §1.10 and was a valid filing. The filing 
was complete and sufficient to establish a filing date. The filing included our check for the required 
amount ($750) and authorization to debit the deposit account for any additional fees due. A copy 
of the transmittal letter is enclosed as Exhibit A. 

2. On September 16, 2003, Applicants filed (via facsimile) a completed form PTO-1 390 (Transmittal 
letter under 35 U.S .C. 37 1 .
